By the packet Sylvie de Grasse from Havre, 
French papers have been received from Havre to the 
31st and Paris to the 30th of March, both inclusive. 


the Committee of the Chambers, to which had been 


referred the matters connected with tho question, of | 


the American Treaty, had reported in favor of mak- 
ing On appropriation to fulfil the treaty. The report 
was made on the 28th and unanimously. It con- 
cludes with the project of a law for the purpose 
which contemplates the payment of both principal 
and interest. The language is definite on this head. 
The Paris papers, also, in commenting on the report 
and bill, speak of its allowing the interest as well as 
the principal. This statement comprehends the sub- 
stance ofthe mo-t important and indeed only impor- 
tant news brought by this arrival. There was no 
doubt entertained that the bill would become a law, 
and thus the question which at one moment threaten- 
ed to disturb the amicable relations between thetwo 
countries, be adjusted without bloodshed.

I 
might have mentioned above that the Coffre de Pe- 
rote almost gives the imagination free scope into 
antiquity, in supposing it is the coffin of one of the 
Giants of old, laid up in ordinary waiting for the 
last trump, in a situation where his relics are secure 
Start.

pical sun, winter asserts his empire in the night, 
and frost covers the slender herbage, sufficient only 
for the pasturage of sheep.

once, Orizaba, with his snowy crest again, in fine 
relief against an Italian sky, El Coffre de Perote 
E! Pico de Pizarro, and El Pico de San Antonio; 
the two latter were naked rocks, rising to a conside- 


| rable elevation from the plain we were travelling on, 


Passing on we entered the salt plains, a sterile track, 
affording only a stunted vegetation, and scarcely 


any animated objecy to amuse one; yet all places 
Nave their pecrliar attractions, be they the beautiful, 
the grand, the desolate, or the strange; and here I 
was gratified ata phenomenon which I had never 
witnessed before, but is not very unfrequent here ; 
the Mirage appeared before me, a lake of phantom 
waters, and objects were inverted in the aerial no. 
thing. 

Ihad a fine view of all these things, because I 
had taken my seat upon the box, partly to get the 
warmth of the sun, and partly for conversation 
with Coachee, an Irishman, who had been on the 





the blue mountains, rising ridge above ridge, | 


road for near four years, and been robbed some twen- 
ty times, or se, (as he said.) I have no doubt, how- 
ever, he was in league with the robbers. We now 
passed some beautiful but dangerous defiles where tra- 
vellers are not unfrequently attacked, but being 
armed and foreigners, we passed safe. In the course 
of an hour or so we came to Ogo del Aqua, and an. 
other place with a name which | forgot, but con- 
sisting of only of three miserable houses and two 
beautiful churches ; the old Spaniards did certainly 
honor Mother Church most heartily. The country 
all about is open and cultivated, though very sandy, 
field plant. About twelve we arrived at Nopaluca, 
a handsome town, though small, and possessing two 
very fine churches, the one for the Indians and the 
other for the Spaniards. As the landlady ofthe inn 
wished to go that day to Pueblo, our resting place 
for the night, I gallantly gave up my inside seat, and 
maintained the box; for which gallant deed I got as 
red as an Indian, and lost my skin in the burning 
sun. We now got again on the military road, and 
were passed by several villians, at different intervals, 
when Coachee began whistling, for the first time (2 
o’clock P. M.) the whole day, he would have me be- 
lieve to his horses. But I could see well through the 
dust he raised, and when they passed and turned 
round, he turned round and continued whistling, as 











much as to say, ** you must mind what you are about, 
there is at least as much celd lead here as silver and 


gold.” This was repeated as often as we passed 


these characters, being as dangerous as any part of 


the route in this respect, but knowing this and being 
now four strong and well armed, we let the world see 
it. Atlast, where the road is intersected by a gully, 
the bed of some roaring torrent in the rainy season, 
there were posted five mounted rascals, and three 
of them almost concealed, evidently on the look out 
for the diligence ; the women screamed out immedi- 
ately, and our arms were ready ; this was enough, 
for they cannot bear to attack armed foreigners. 
They robbed the diligence , however, which caine 
next (2 days ufter) although there were two General 
Officers fully equipped, and two other armed Mexi-

beautiful specimen of architecture, and pleased me 
much, and my brother, who staid here some days, and 
surveyed its interior, almost thinks it surpasses even 
the famous cathedral of Mexico, in splendor ind riches. 
Myself and companion, a French gentleman, (whose 
passage I paid up to the Capital, and who has honora- 
bly repaid me every cent since, both for this and the 
carriage of his boxes from Vera by the Arrierros,) 
made a glorious supper here, and had a room to our- 
selves, and our chocolate in the morning, and the 


charge was only two dollars and three shillings for the 


that the mechanics are indirectly made 


to bear the whole burden, and to demonstrate this 
problem, it is necessary only to state that convicts 
who have no trade when entering prison, are taught 
one, and that the whole body of convicts are placed 
upon such works as can be sold in market with the 
greatest facility. The convicts are generally let to 
corgractors, and those contractors can have as much 
work done for thirty cents as the master-mechanic in 


the city of New York can for eighty. Besides, the con- | 


tractor has no rent to pay for shop or tools, which 
makes an advantage in his favor of more than filty 
cents per day in regard to every man so hired ; the 
consequence is, that the wares manufactured in Prisons 
are sold at lower prices than the honest man can afford 
to sell those which are manufactared by himself. As 


| two bodies cannot occupy the same space at the same 


time, it is a fair conclusion that the articles made by 
convicts exclude from sale an equal amount made by 
honest citizens ; therefore if those mechanics who are 
in competition with the state prison, continue to car- 
ry on business, they are compé lled to sell at such pri- 
ces as must eventually reduce them to beggary. For 
a further illustration of this case, I will suppose that a 
cabinet maker lives in a village and maintains his fam- 
ly in a respectable manner by his trade, and a thief is

The committee will perceive that no mechanical] 
trade is safe under the present system, and that seve- 
ral of the trades are now injured by state prison 
competition ; that many are injured to a ruinous ex- 
tent, and that each and every trade can be cat off in 
detail by this state prison monopoly. ‘The mechan. 
ics, sir, have taken this view of the subject; they 
have made common cause and united for their own 
safety,
